LAST MICHT'S DiSPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

CnrcAOo, Nov. 20— A Washington ape- 
oial, referring to tho latest dispatches 
from Spain, says it isauthoritativoly stated 
that the demands of our Government aro 
as follows: That tho Virginius shall be 
surrendered; that the surviving passen- 
gers ho released; that the U. H. Il:ig be 
saluted in tho port where it has been out- 
ra.ged, and that suitable iudemnity be 
made to the families of tho Aiuoricaii 
citi;'.o!ia massacn.'d. 

.Tciiiiingfl, editor of the ^'ow York Timr^, 
after an interview with the Pro- 
siilont and Sccty I'ish, tolographad tho 
following: It will bo seen that the Gov- 
ernnient bav^ acted with, gfeat deoision 
and yet not without due oourtepy and 
consideration for tho struggliiigRopublic 
of Spain. If Soiior Castollar abl:« for 
r'-ai;oriablo time in order that liis Cruvern- 
might acr|uaint itself with all facts in the 
case, could wo ro/iiso it ? No doubt an 
intimation has been mado fromtho other 
side to the effect that the dispnta' might 
be referred to arbitration; but there are 
some things wliich are not adajited to this 
mode of ;,L'ttleiii(>nt. Ainonf.; them is tho 
gross maifosl indignity to one groat power 
by another. It is not, therefore, suiijios- 
ed f(ir a moment that our Government 
will cousent to any proposals for arbitra- 
tion, at least so far as regards its princi- 
pal claims for'rodreas. If Spain asked 
for tiiuo it was impossible to refuse a rca- 
sonahlo time, but it wouhl not do to allow 
a controversy of this nature to bo pro- 
tracted over an iiideliuifo period. Such 
limit, we have no doubt, was actually 
fixed. If wo aro not mistaken it oxpiros 
on tho 26th inst., and then, if the autho- 
rities of Madrid cannot decide in doing 
justice to our Governmout the U.S. Minis- 
tor will close his Legation. This course 
would not shut tlio door to all negotia- 
tions, but uiiquostiiuiably it would ba 
.starting even. Tho Virginius should 
have been eondemuod, if condemned at 
all, only before a legol tribunal. ^ Spain 
ha.s oluiirly violated the treaty of 1795, and 
.such hroauh of faith (U)uld not bo allowed 
to jiass unchulleugod. It seems vory 
[)rohab!e that tho indoiieiu'uniio of Cuba 
will bo tho result of tho difllculty,. al- 
though wo utill hope it will bo accom- 
l)lished without war between the U.S. and 
Spain,

Tlie li'ctiirer hero sovi^rely satirized 
tho beadle as a man wlios i dignity was 
the inero dignity of livery, and whoso 
gown was his chief qualilication. H" 
would take any oath you liico to get 
oHiee, and bro.ik any lokeep one. He 
might rise to become a (.'abinet .Muiis- 
ter or even I'riiiio ^f.iuister ./i I'resi- 
dcnt, but alway.^ and every wliere 
wouhl ho carry with him the spirit of 
the beadle. Tlie.se local dignities are 
too powerful for Govornniont to attack. 
.Mr. (Iladstone roeently mado an incau- 
tious throat ag,niie;t the city of lioii- 
don. Till) whole bevy of Bumbleiloni 
went into liystories. There is only 
ono way iu which an ]"lugli.shiiiaii pro- 
pares for battle— ho says his prayor.s 
and afterwards ohtu his dinner. Well, 
tlie ^Mayor of London askod all tlie 
mayors to dinner, and o'. or turl lo soup 
thoy idoilg'od I hems, h e.; lo die m iin- 
tenanco of th 'ii uneieiii insiilutions, 
aud Mr. Gladstone only talked to 
them mildly of the need of the amond- 
ment of local laws. Local legislation 
was handed ovm' imiapablo iiien, and 
tlie leclurei' loiilv uu opjioiiiuiily, at 
this point, to eiil'oii'o tho nijccssify of 
every eiti/'.oii perfoniiing liis duly .ss 
suoh, by voting for tlie wisest, men to 
iill the best places. If Lliis wholesome 
principle were acted ii^'on tluiy would 
hear less about the lyinnny of majo: i- 
tioH. If, he said, you v.ould mak-;: of
